THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sunapee, in the County 
of Sullivan in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at I. O. O. F. Hall in said 
Sunapee on Tuesday, the tenth day of March, next, at nine of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 2. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, 
Treasurer, Auditors, Agents and Committees, or other Officers 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$4,000.00 to pay on its bonded debt and $1,050.00 for interest on 
its notes and bonds and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$1,800.00 for Town Officers’ Salaries, $800.00 for Town Officers’ 
Expenses, $300.00 for Election and Registration, $100.00 for the 
Municipal Court, $200.00 for Repairs and Expenses of Town 
Buildings, $1,000.00 for the Police Department, $50.00 for the 
Town Dump, $25.00 for Vital Statistics, $2,800.00 for the Fire 
Department, $100.00 for the Health Department, $1,500.00 for 
the District Nurse Association and pass any vote relating there- 
to. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$9,000.00 for Highways and Bridges, $3,500.00 for Road Oil, 
$2,000.00 for Tractor and Roller Maintenance, $6,000.00 for 
Snow Removal and Sanding, $1,800.00 for Street Lights, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$306.80 for the Library, $1,800.00 for Town Poor, $400.00 for 
the care of its Cemeteries, $5,000.00 for the Water Department 
(including debt and interest), and to set aside from the highway 
appropriation $507.33 for Class V Town Road Aid and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 
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ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$200.00 for the Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee Region, $500.00 for 
the Recreational Activities and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$400.00 for White Pine Blister Rust Control and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will instruct its Select- 
men to hire money in anticipation of taxes for the years 1942 
and 1948 and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
. Zoning Ordinance as prepared by the Zoning Commission of the 
Town, either with or without amendment, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$200.00 to assist the Fish and Game Club to advertise Lake 
Sunapee and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen (A.) To reduce any or all appropriations, if and 
when, in the opinion of the Selectmen, an emergency exists rela- 
tive to war; (B.) To hire on short term notes or serial bonds a 
sum not to exceed $10,000.00 to be used, if and when, in the 
opinion of the Selectmen, any emergency exists relative to the 
war.

In July a Child Health Conference for preschool] children 
was held at the Sunapee Central School. This was sponsored 
by the State Board of Health, under the direction of Elizabeth 
Carriel, R. N. Dr. Munro of Sunapee and Dr. Roe of New- 
port gave complete physical examinations to fifty-one children. 
Twenty-five children were given diphtheria toxiod. Members 
of the local organizations and other interested townspeople 
gave their assistance in conducting the clinic and furnishing 
transportation. Thirty-two defects were found and many of 
these have been corrected. 


During the summer six school children and one preschool 
child had their tonsils and adenoids removed by Dr. Munro 
at the Newport Hospital. 


In the past school year we have had one case of scarlet - 
fever, an epidemic of mumps in May and June, and several 
cases of chicken pox in November and December. Three cases 
of scabies were isolated until treated. Twenty children were 
taken for eye examinations from the schoo] and three pre- 
‘school children were taken to an oculist for unusual eye 
conditions. Glasses for two needy cases were obtained from 
_the Bartlett fund and the New Hampshire Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness paid for glasses for six others. 
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Four school pupils attended the T. B. Clinic in. Newport 
and two were taken to see an orthopedic specialist. Trans- 
portation to a dentist has been furnished for many needy 
children. Two school children were taken to the Child Guid- 
ance Clinic in Concord. 


One preschool child was treated by a specialist for an 
haemangioma and one baby has had a club foot corrected by 
an orthopedic specialist. 


In January, ninety-one school children were given complete 
physical examinations by Dr. Munro and nine basketball players 
were checked.
